so far’ ’and if this leads to national 
service legislation “it will spell the 
end of our free trade union move- 
ment.” 


General Electric, of which Wilson 
was president, has one of the worst 
union-busting records of all big 
companies and was a leader in get- 
ting the Taft-Hartley slave labor 
law on the books, the Bulletin says. 


“The United Labor Policy Com- 


mittee had asked both Mr. Wilson | 


and President Truman to assign re- 
sponsibility for manpower to the 
Secretary of Labor. Their request 
was ignored, and Arthur S. Flem- 
ming, president of Ohio Wesleyan 
University, has been appointed as 


head of the Manpower Policy Com- | 


mittee, directly responsible to Mr. 
Wilson.

“This is the top policy - making 
body on manpower, and leaves the 
only function of the Department of 
Labor, with regard to manpower, 
the job of putting into effect the 
policies which are determined by 
the committee — which in effect 
means Mr. Wilson. 


“It is reported that Mr. Wilson 
wants immediate introduction of 
mandatory controls over labor. Un- 
der existing legislation it is not pos- 
sible for the government to impose 
compulsory controls on the civilian 
population through fines and im- 
prisonment. But if Mr. Wilson 
wants, and gets, national service 
legislation to permit the govern- 
ment to exercise this control, it will 
spell the -end of our free trade 
union movement. Organized labor 
must be on guard as never before. 


“One of the first things which the 
dictators of our times, Hitler and 
Mussolini, had to do was to destroy 
the free trade union movements in 
their countries. The right to organ- 
ize in free trade unions had been 
one of those we believed guaran-

other point of view than that of the 
| company he headed. 

| “In the past few years General 
Electric has spent enormous sums 
of money on literature intended to 
undermine the confidence of work- 
ers in their unions. That literature 
has flooded into the homes of the 
employees of General Electric, and 
of other workers, 

“Any doubts as to the attitude of 
General Electric toward organized 
labor are cleared up by its attitude 
toward labor on Atomic Energy 
Commission installations which it 
operates, such as Hanford. It, like 
Union Carbide and Carbon, made it 
clear to the Atomic Energy Com-

mission when it took contracts for 
operation of the installations that 
it would brook no interference on 
the part of the commission in its 
labor relations. 

“General Electric was influential 
in the drafting of the Taft-Hartley 
Act. During the months after the 
1948 election, when the repeal of 
the act was a hot issue in Congress, 
General Electric hired Gerard 
Reilly, one of the men who wrote 
the act, as a lobbyist, and paid him 
many thousands of dollars for his 
activities in helping to defeat the

10 Furniture Firms 
Must Pay Workers 
For Month Lockout 


Ten furniture and appliance 
stores in San Francisco which shut 
down when a strike was called 
against an eleventh member of 
their association must pay their 


workers’ wages for the lockout pe- 
riod, 

J. J. Fitzpatrick, trial examiner 
for the National Labor Relations 
Board, ruled Feb, 20 that the em- 
ployees, all members of AFL Re- 
tail Clerks Local 1285, must be 
paid for the period from dune 4 
to July 9, 1949. 

All 11 firms, together with 54 
other retail furniture dealers in 
the Bay Area, belonged to a 
loosely-formed organization known 
as the Retail Furniture Dealers 
Assn. of California. Since 1937 the 
union has bargained on a group 
basis with San Francisco dealers. 
READY TO WORK 

When negotiations came to a 
standstill in 1948-49 because the 
companies offered only five cents 
an hour to the lowest-paid work- 
ers, a_ strike was authorized 
against the Union Furniture Co., 
which had the majority of the 
low-paid employees on its payroll, 

When the strike started June 3, 
1949, the other 10 companies closed 
their doors despite a _ registered 
letter to each of them from, the 
union saying the workers were 
“ready, willing and able to con- 
tinue their employment with you.” 

The companies took the position 
that the union “declared war” by 
striking against one of their mem- 
bers and that it, was their right, 
therefore, to treat all employees 
as strikers. The trial examiner 
disagreed and ordered all firms to 
pay their workers for loss of pay 
Kila June 4, when they closed, 
bere July 9, when the strike was 
| settled and they reopened.

Labor objects to any ten per cent being the a) 
that wages may be increased for reasons that are very 
pointed and definite. Since it is being definitely at: | 
tempted to freeze all wage increases at not over ten per 
cent of the wages that were in force in January, 1950, 
the natural and logical move for any sensible person is 
to compare such an increase with the prices that were 
then and are now. 

Such a comparison reveals the unpleasant fact that 
while it is proposed to freeze all pay raises at a max- 
imum of ten per cent, since the beginning of 1950, that 
ptices themselves, during this same period, as far ‘back 
as. last December, had already by that time gone up so 
fantastically high that our biggest corporations in the 
majority of cases were netting a net average increase in 
profits, since the first quarter of 1950, of a cool 30 per 
cent. In December profit increase was 60 per cent. 

Add to this the very substantial further increases in 
profits of these big profiteers since December and the 
still further increases for which the door has been 
thrown wide open for upping prices still more in the 
future and it should not be too difficult for even outsiders 
to understand why labor objects so strenuously to such a 
deal. These two setups, when compared with one an- 
other, reveal such gross injustice in their very essence, | 
that all that is necessary to grasp the enormity of the 
injustice is to look the present wage situation and price 
Situation square in the face. How could labor help 
objecting? 


| Laying Down the Law 


There are people in authority who seem to take an 
insane delight in laying down the law to the rest of us. 
Especially during war-time, do these types come to the 
surface to assert themselves and display their bent for 
bossing other people around. Theoretically there is sup- 
posed to be a legal foundation for everything they do, 
yet when such people are placed in authority they almost 
dmvariably carry on as if they imagined they actually 
were the law. What they say and think should settle it, 
as far as they are concerned, so they keep going right 
ahead making a lot of law of their own by. endless in- 
terpretations that suit their whims and satisfy their 
desire to run things. 

Yet back of all this our government is supposed to 
be a democracy, where the actual will of the people, 
as expressed by the majority, should be the real founda- 
tion of our laws. It is our own people who should deter- 
mine what our law is to be, instead of rulings by persons 
placed in positions of authority. Too often people who 
oceupy such positions lean so strongly towards being 
dictators that they make rules of their own instead of 
being governed by laws that exist. Many special laws 
have been enacted by wire pulling and sometimes cor- 
ruption to facilitate the leanings of such dictators who 
could not otherwise make their rules work. 

Thus the eternal struggle between dictatorship and 
democracy is ever raging within every government on 
the face of the earth.
